Not to disagree that the K2 is a fine radio, but the TOI numbers are not the 
best ever published by the ARRL. They are very comparable to the Kenwood 
TS-570D(G), which on 14 MHz has a TOI of +21.7/+9.6 (preamp off/on) vs. the 
K2 with +21.6/+6.9. The K2 fared a bit better on 80m, with the Kenwood 
producing a TOI of +17/+9.4 vs. the K2's +20.9/+5.9. Noise floors, 3rd 
Order IMD Dynamic Range and MDS were similar, but where the K2 really 
shines, per the published numbers, is in blocking dynamic range - the 
Kenwood's 115dB/114dB won't touch the 136/136 dB turned in by the K2. The 
Kenwood's numbers improve slightly at 1 MHz over 3MHz, but the K2 doesn't 
offer 160 standard, so the comparison cannot be done.

This morning I checked the cluster early and 4W3Dx was noted on 20M. Now Timor is 
not close to NH and he was weak with a howling mob of very strong signals after 
him up 3 to 8KC. With all the discussion about receivers recently and since I 
have three rigs switched to the same antenna, I tried an experiment. On the Icom 
718 he was practically unreadible as the CW was distorted and very weak. Using 
the preamp just made things worse. On the PatComm 500 the signal was too weak to 
be readible until I turned the preamp on and then copy was pretty easy. Signal 
was clean and clear, but still weak. With the OHR 500, the siganl was still weak, 
but better than the other two and very readible. the CW sounded clean and 
distinct. 


I think the specs for these three radios on paper are rather similar, but they 
sound very different and they are quite different when it comes to weak signals. 


Don't know what it means from a technical viewpoint, but I think it does show that 
the kit rigs QRPers often use are very fine radios when it comes to ears. And 
some highly praised radios on eham are really not all that great when used to hear 
weak signal CW.

We appear to be over the top on the Sun Spot cycle so can not depend upon 


the higher bands to help run up the scores. However, 40 and 80 meters can 
produce a lot of contacts once the sky begins to darken come Saturday 
evening. While we all want to work that DX station that seems to show up 


everytime, What we really need are contacts and that super dipole or beam 
60 to 70 ft in the air or great vertical with its nice ground plane laid out 
in the Park are not the antenna to run up the points. they will nab the DX 
station for the log, but perhaps this year you really want to move up the 
list of stations in the points count. 


A simple dipole or loop less than 1/8 wavelength above ground with a simple 
counterpoise under it will be good on 40 and 80 for numerous contacts within 
a 600 to 800 mile radius. 


So consider using going NVIS this time.

Well the Screwdriver antenna is a sucess. It's mounted such that 
I can see the antenna out my side mirror so I can mark the points to 
stop at for all the ham bands. 


I had the usual problem in that the antenna tuned up fine, but 
then on transmit it would not take the full 5 watts. I thank all the 
guys with their solutions and will now explain my solution. 


With my MFJ Antenna Analyser I found the SWR reached on all but 
the highest bands is about 2 to 1. This is why the transmitter is not 
fully loaded. 


I put an MFJ Antenna Tuner at the transmitter and tuned it up 
for a 50 +30 at the transmitter port and now 80 thru 10 meters I can get 
a full 5 watts to the antenna! I have the "step down" toroid transformer 
at the base of the antenna. It steps 50 to about 12 ohms. 


On changing bands while in motion: I can in theory change from 
any band to any band easilly. It should be simple. I'm approaching 70 
years old. My eyes and bones are not what they once were. So I will pull 
over and stop when I change bands, and find a bush...:-)

You've made a very appropriate observation in your post. I also have = 
several 

rigs including the IC-718. I get the same effect as you. Signals = 
received on 

an OHR-100 can be copied right down to nothing and sound better than the 
718. (Interestingly, the ICOM FL-52A CW filter in the 718 costs as much = 
as 

two OHR-100 xcvrs) .=20 


Why is this so? My QTH is only ©.5KM away from four TV transmitters, 6 
or 

more FM and one AM BC transmitter. Most of those are running in 100KW = 
class. 

RF level is so high that I cannot use the Autek RF-1 analyzer to check = 
my 

antenna. Those stations cause a lot of RF hash across the entire = 
spectrum. 

Most of the modern telephones sets are full of hum and buzz which = 
changes as 


you move or stretch the cords. On air signals leak through and around = 
the 

CATV and cause background signals appear on all channels, broadcast = 
audio is 

picked up by powered computer speakers and can be heard at varying = 
levels, 

etc. By use of RF chokes / toroid coils, I've eliminated most all of = 
that 

crap. But, I wonder about the IC-718. It is exposed to all of that stuff 


and unlike the OHR-100, it is designed to cover a wide spectrum.=20 


I need to do a bit of investigation / experimentation with the IC-718. 
Perhaps try a front end bandpass filter ... some antenna tuner/couplers 
would be suitable. A good quiet RF environment QTH could also help check 
this theory .=20 


There is something different about the IC-718 rx that is a little hard 
to 

put an exact finger on. I expect it would be pretty useless at a 
multi-transmitter FD site. I've used it to listen to several of my QRP = 
rigs 

and even though they are operating into attached dummy loads and far = 
from 

overloading the IC-718, they sound terrible ... on the other hand, using 
any 

other RX, they sound fine!=20 


I bought the IC-718 primarily to use as a SW RX to replace a very old = 
but 

very good Yaesu FRG-7. I'm very impressed with the stability and = 
frequency 

accuracy of the 718. It easily equals $25K equipment I've used in the 
telecom industry. The 718 TX is also very good. But, as you allude to, = 
the 

RX is not what it should be for weak signal work. No matter how one = 
could 

defend it, it should not be outperformed by a couple of NE-602's. I 
haven't 

done an eham review, but I'd agree that the high 4.8 or so rating is 
misleading. The more I've looked at eham reviews and ratings, the less = 
faith 

I have in the majority of them. A review by a new ham uSing a new rig = 
for a 

couple of days and with nothing else to compare it to, can hardly = 
produce a 

meaningful review.=20 


Looking at the ads of the current HF transceiver offerings, I find = 
almost 

nothing of interest. They seem to be turning into gadget boxes with = 
little 

attention being given to the real reason for being a radio. Each gadget 
seemingly taking away from or impairing basic performance = 
characteristics. 

Elecraft looks like an exception to the trend. =20

If you have a dial-up connection, this is fairly 
apparent. I can't imagine I would have caught it with a DSL 
connection. 


(2) You will probably see a 4k file, command.exe, somewhere 
on your hard drive. Mine was in the root directory. Pretty 
clever, these clowns.
